Lambda broke the Brian 
Beauchamp story in the January 13 
edition. Since that story, there has 
been a parade of follow ups, reitera- 
tions, responses and official state- 
ments. At Lambda alone we've had 
the Northern Life, Sudbury Star, and 
MCTV asking questions, hot on the 
story. It has now been more than two 
months since this story broke; the 
only thing the media is succeeding in 
doing is hindering Mr. Beauchamp's 
right to a fair appeal. 

For example, a media press 
release from the Sudbury Women's 
Centre, which was sent to all the local 
media and read on the radio accused 
37-year old Beauchamp and the most 



recent complainant, Alan Neskar, 
accused the two students as manag- 
ing "to high-jack an entire class" and 
claimed that they "carefully orches- 
trated [a] campaign against Professor 
Rucki and the Women's Studies Pro- 
gram." Do these kinds of statements 
not constitute some kind of campaign 
against these two students? 

In an interview with Lambda, 
Mr. Neskar denied any kind of col- 
laboration with Mr. Beauchamp, and 
said that he had never met Beau- 
champ until the evening before his 
appeal when MCTV aired a story 
about his complaint. Neskar became 
so upset with the university's han- 
dling of the complaint that he looked 
up Mr. Beauchamp's phone number 
and called him. Neskar also said that 
"The Women ' s Centre does not know 
what's going on." They apparently 
have never spoken to him about his 



complaints which are based on com- 
ments made regarding race, and not 
gender as in Mr. Beauchamp's com- 
plaint. Neskar filed his complaint 
March 8th and has not received a 
response beyond acknowledgement 
that the complaint was received. 

MCTV has called Lambda to 
accuse the writer covering the story 
of misquoting Dr. Don Thompson, 
however, the reporter did not use any 
kind of quote vaguely resembling the 
phrase in question. This was followed 
by the reporter from MCTV asking 
me "Do you think Dr. Don Thompson 
is a liar?" Calling into question the 
character of the Provost of Thorneloe 
University is completely irrelevant 
as to what goes on in first year wom- 
en's studies. What are the odds that 
the opinions of the Vice President 
Academic and the Thorneloe Board 
of Governors will not be swayed by 



the attention, negative and positive, 
that the players in this story have 
received? 

The Board of Governors is- 
sued a statement after their meeting 
of March 15. Part of this statement 
reads, "Thorneloe is fully committed 
both to study and to live within the 
strict confines of truth and justice. 
Therefore in the two complaints that 
have arisen, the Board insists that 
careful due process must be followed 
in fairness both to students and fac- 
ulty. As to the matter that is under 
appeal, the Board is confident that an 
impartial process is in place and that 
the Laurentian Vice President Aca- 
demic will objectively and fairly re- 
view the situation." 

Due process at L.U. is about 
to face its greatest challenge: sorting 
out the difference between truth and 
opinion.

Freedom Of Speech?

It is difficult to imagine a scenario in which a universtiy President could be found in 
support of an effort to restrict free speech. Such freedom (long considered the measure by 
which our society distances itself from other, more tyrannical regimes) should be especially 
valued in the learning environment of a university. Yet Dr. Ross Paul, Laurentian's President, 
has seen fit to cast his voice in favour of the NDP government's Framework Regarding 
Prevention of Harassment and Discrimination In Ontario Universities, an ill-conceived 
document which grants them access to regulate free speech in an attempt to enforce political 
correctness. The Framework, which essentially promotes a "zero tolerance" attitude toward 
any comments, made on or off campus, which are construed as lending to the creation of a 
"negative environment or climate", is, at best, an ambiguous regulation whose practice does 
nothing to achieve its desired goals. At worst, it is the harbinger of an approaching Orwellian 
society where our every thought and action become subject to governmental investigation. 

In his March 1 Lambda article entitled "Freedom of Speech", Paul concedes that free 
speech "is central to the whole concept of a university" and that "it is the basic tenet of the 
search for the truth", but continues by stating that limiting this right so that the feelings of 
others are protected is not an infringement, but rather an inherent responsibility. While he is 
incorrect in this contention (free speech is designed to protect the controversial, not the 
socially acceptable), he is correct about the role of free speech in university education. 
Learning is never passive; it requires the introduction of conflict before a change in belief can 
be initiated. A child, for example, will rarely believe something simply because his or her 
parents tell them that it is so. Rather, they need to experience it for themselves, they need to 
perform a test between their own beliefs and the reality of the world around them. The same 
is true of higher learning. Preaching will never transform into conviction. Only through 
argumentation and the free exchange of opposing ideas can effective knowledge be secured.

That is the figure quoted by 
Ron Chrysler, Vice-President of Ad- 
ministration, in an interview Mon- 
day. 

A lot of students have been 
discussing the signs recently installed 
on campus identifying buildings. On 
the weekend, a wall under on of the 
signs identifying the Federated Col- 
leges was defaced with the words, 
"The Price Is Right."

It was 
discussed at the building and plan- 
ning committee which has student 
representation." Chrysler mentioned 
that one of the recommendations of 
the committee developing Lauren- 
tian's Strategic Plan, Vision 20/20, 
was that administration proceed with

the signs as quickly as possible. That 
committee included students, faculty 
and staff. 

Janet Sailien, Communica- 
tions Officer of the University, said, 
"The University had known it (the 
signage) was needed for a long time. 
This University has inadequate 
signage." She argued that the new 
signs are a necessity for people if it 
their first time on campus. "If you're 
a first-time visitor, it's a lot easier to 
find your way around the campus." 



Chrysler explained that care 
was taken with the handling of the 
purchase of the signs. "We had a 
consultant on the project. We ten- 
dered the project, the first tender re- 
sulted in unsatisfactory prices, so we 
re-tendered it." 

Chrysler suggested that there 
are a lot of pressing areas that deserve 
the school's funds, but he added, 
"There was a budget process and 
there was an opportunity for people 
to comment on it."

The necessity of conflict in facilitating a change in belief serves to raise doubts about the effectiveness of 
the NDP Framework as a means of combating discrimination. Suppressing the voice of a racist or sexist does nothing 
to eliminate their beliefs. All it accomplishes is the creation of an illusionary harmony, allowing people to ignore 
the problem and the government to appease the activists. No one will ever truly be convinced of the wrongness of 
their beliefs unless they are allowed to voice them, and, in doing so, encounter intelligent opposition which exposes 
them to the inconsistencies of their own reasoning. Simply telling them that they are not allowed to express 
themselves because they are wrong will not initiate a significant change in that person's outlook. 

How Ross Paul, a man who claims that response and discussion, even if controversial and dissident, is 
necessary to leam, can support these regulations is incomprehensible to me. Perhaps Dr. Paul does not believe that 
discrimination is a learned behaviour. If he did, he would surely be able to recognize the contradiction his pledge 
of support symbolizes.

"Imagine what'll happen 
when Frank dies?", asked my sis- 
ter. I murmured the unspoken sen- 
timent as I turned up the volume to 
"I Get a Kick Out of You". A sad 
day indeed. Bon Jovi still turning 
out records with no Sinatra to turn 
to. Sad indeed. 

To cover that eventuality, 
a person could turn to Anthology, 
a three CD set with 60 songs, with 
over three hours of standards by 
the man himself. It covers his early 
days with the Tommy Dorsey band 
in the late 40' s to about the early 
to mid 1970's, all recorded live 
from appearances on the radio or 



in concert. 

The live part is what gives 
this package the problems. The 
sound quality is a little murky at 
times, not surprising since some of 
the stuff was recorded in the 1940's, 
a little before the digital era. Irk- 
some is the fact that "Fly Me to the 
Moon" and "The Way You Look 
Tonight" are not on any of the disks. 

Because of the sound qual- 
ity, I'd only recommend this to 
Sinatra maniacs who can live with 
the inadequacies.

Thumbscrews and other 
Medieval Tortures. 

Don't get me wrong, I'm not some kind of weird psychotic or anything, but I find it facinating that people 
could come up with such atrocities. Anyway, here are a few. PS Hold on to the arm of a chair or something and 
for God's sake don't read this while eating. Parental discretion is advised. 

The exact methods of torture varied according to locale. The rack, for example, was not used in Scotland 
or England but was applied on the Continent, especially in France. In 1 652 in Rieux, France, Suzanne Gaudry was 
stretched horribly on the rack while she "screamed ceaselessly" that she was not a witch, according to records. After 
she confessed to actually being a witch, she was hanged and bumed. Talk about a catch 22. 

A device called the turcas was used to tear out fingernails. After nails were ripped out, needles were driven 
into the quicks. The boots, also called bootikens, was a savage device of wedges that fitted the legs from ankles to 
knees. The torturer used a large, heavy hammer to pound wedges lacerated flesh and crushed bone, sometimes so 
thoroughly that marrow gushed out and the legs were rendered useless. 

The thumbscrews or pinniewinks, did the same damage to thumbs and toes, crushing them at the roots of the 
nails so that blood spurted out. In 1629, a woman in Germany was left to suffer in the thumbscrews from 10 am to 
lpm while the torturer and other court officials went out to lunch. 

Other tortures included throwing, in which the head was bound with ropes and jerked from side to side: the 
application to armpits and groins of burning feathers dipped in sulphur; immpersion of fingers and hands in pots of 
boiling oil and water, and gouging out of eyes with irons. Alcohol was pured on the head and set afire. Bodies were 
broken on the wheel. One common procedure was to blood the victim by cutting the flesh above the nostrils. 

One of the most vicious torture methods, usually reserved for last, was the strappado, in which the victim's 
hands were bound behind her back and attached to a pulley. She was drawn to the ceiling and then dropped, and 
the jerk of the rope dislocated the shoulders, hands and elbows. This method was made more severe with the addition 
of weights to the victim's feet, increasing the pain and dislocating the hips, feet and knees as well. In France, stones 
weighing 40 to more than 200 pounds were used; one case involved 660 pounds. 

Often times, the victim's family was also tortured as a means of further punishment. In England, painful 
physical torture was more isolated than widespread; instead, induced torture was employed. Watching or Waking 
was used in which the victim was deprived of sleep until ahallucinatory state set in and the victim confessed. Walking 
and \ were also employed to the point of exhaustion. 

Anyway, I just thought I'd pass this on to you. Is this entertainment, well probably not, but I thought it was 
interesting.

Apres la gestion personnelle 
et la gestion sociale des langues, la 
chronique explorera le concept de la 
gestion linguistique au plan politique 
cette semaine.
